Manual Front Seat 


| A CAUTION: 
You can lose control of the vehicle if 
you try to adjust a manual driver's 
seat while the vehicle is moving. 


The sudden movement could startle 
and confuse you, or make you push 
а pedal when you don't want to. 
Adjust the driver's seat only when 
the vehicle is not moving. 


Move the lever under the front of the seat 


to unlock it. Slide the seat to where you 


want it. Then release the lever and try to 
move the seat with your body, io make 
sure the seat is locked into place. 


Power Seat (option) 


Different parts of this control move 
different parts of your seal. If you move 
the whole control, the whole seat will 


| move, The back of the control will move 


the back of the seat, and the front of the 
control will move the front of the seat, 

If you have the Sport Seat, you must 
move the switch next to the lumbar 
controls to "DR" (driver) or "PS" 
(passenger) before adjusting your seat. 
Move the control forward or back to 
move the seat forward or back. Move the 
control toward the center of the vehicle to 


| raise the seat and away from the center of 


the vehicle to lower it. 


Sport Seat (OPTION) 

These switches let you change the shape 
of your seat. The pictures show you 
which lumbar support the switch controls, 
First move the selector switch to "DR" 
(driver) or "PS" (passenger). Then move 
the shaping switches until your seat is 
comfortable. Move each switch left to 
inflate or right to deflate. 


Seatback Latches 

Both seatbacks fold forward to give you 
access to the rear area. To fold a seatback 
forward, lift this latch and push the 
seatback forward. When you return the 
sealback to its original position, make 
sure the seatback is locked. 


/N CAUTION: 


If the seatback isn't locked, it could 


move forward in а sudden stop or 
crash. That could cause injury to the 
person sitting there. Always press 
rearward on the seatback to be sure it 
is locked. 


Manual Reclining Seatbacks 

To adjust the seatback, push the lever 
back and move the seatback to where 
you want it. Release the lever to lock the 
seatback in place.

You never know if you'll be in a crash. If 
you do have a crash, you don't know if it 
will be a bad one. 


A few crashes are mild, and some crashes 


can he so serious that even buckled up a 
person wouldn't survive. But most 
crashes are in between. In many of them, 
people who buckle up can survive and 
sometimes walk away, Without belts they 
could have been badly hurt or killed.

But you 
can easily unbuckle a safety belt, even 
if you're upside down. And your 
chance of being conscious during and 
after an accident, so you can unbuckle 
and get out, is much greater if you are 
belted. 


: Why don't they just put in air bags 


so people won't have to wear safety 
belts? 


: Air bags, or Supplemental Inflatable 


Restraint systems, are in some 
vehicles today and will be in more of 
them in the future. But they are 
supplemental systems only — so they 
work with safety belts, not instead of 
them. Every air bag system ever 
offered for sale has required the use of

safety belts. Even if you're in а 
vehicle that has air bags, you still 
have to buckle up to get the most 
protection, That's true not only in 
frontal collisions, but especially in 
side and other collisions. 


If I'm a good driver, and I never 
drive far from home, why should I 
wear safety belts? 


: You may be an excellent driver, but 


if you're in an accident — even one 
that isn^t your fault — you and your 
passenger can be hurt. Being a good 
driver doesn't protect you from things 
beyond your control, such as bad 
drivers. 


Most accidents occur within 25 miles 
(40 km) of home. And the greatest 
number of serious injuries and deaths 
occur at speeds of less than 40 mph

Air Bag System 

This section explains the air bag system. 
Your Corvette has an air bag for the à; 
| driver and the passenger. A C AUTION: 
Even with an air bag, if you're not 
wearing a safety belt and you're in a 
crash, your injuries may be much 
worse. Air bags are not designed to 

| inflate in rollovers or in rear, side or 
low-speed frontal crashes. You need 
to wear your safety belt to reduce the 
chance of hitting things inside the 
vehicle or being ejected from it. 

| Always wear your safety belt, even 
with an air hag. 


P ND тнт 


Å CAUTION: 
Air bags inflate with great force, 
faster than the blink of an eye. If 
you're too close to an inflating air 
bag, it could seriously injure you. 
Safety belts help keep you in position 
for an air bag inflation in a crash. 
Always wear your safety belt, even 
with an air bag, and the driver should 
sit as far back as possible while still 
maintaining control of the vehicle. 


Å CAUTION: 
An inflating air bag can seriously 
injure small childrén. Always secure 
children properly in your vehicle. 
To read how, see the “Children and 
Safety Belts” section of this manual, 
and read the caution label on the 
front-passenger's safety belt. 
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A CAUTION: 


When an air bag inflates, there is 
dust in the air, This dust could cause 
breathing problems for people with à 
history of asthma or other breathing 
trouble. To avoid this, everyone in 
the vehicle should get out as soon as 
it is safe to do so. If you have breath- | 
ing problems but can't get out of the 
vehicle after an air bag inflates, then 
get fresh air by opening a window or 
door, 


Air Bag Readiness Light How the Air Bag System Works 
There is an air bag readiness light onthe | Where is the air bag? 
instrument panel, which shows 

"AIR BAG." The system checks for 
electrical malfunctions, and the light tells 
you if there is a problem 


The driver's air bag is in the middle of the 
steering wheel. 


ДМ CAUTION: 


Don't put anything on, or attach 
anything to, the driver air bag or 
instrument panel. Also, don't put 
anything (such as pets, or objects) 
berween any occupant and the 
driver air bag or instrument panel. 

| If something is between an occupant 
and an air bag, it could affect the 
performance of the air bag, or, worse, 
it could cause injury. | 


You will see this light flash for a few 
seconds when you turn your ignition to 
"Run" or "Start." Then the light should go 
out, which means the system is ready. 
Remember, if the air bag readiness light 
doesn't come on when you start your 
vehicle, or stays on, or comes on when 
you are driving. your air bag system may 
not work properly. Have your vehicle 
serviced right away. 
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The right-front passenger's air bag is 
located in the instrument panel on the 
passenger's side. 


When is an air bag expected to inflate? 


The air bag is designed to inflate in 
moderate to severe frontal or near-frontal 
crashes. The air bag will only inflate if the 
velocity of the impact is above the 
designed threshold level. When impacting 
straight into a wall that does not move or 
deform, the threshold level for most GM 
vehicles is between 9 and 15 mph (14 and 
23 km/h). However, this velocity 
threshold depends on the vehicle design 
and may be several miles-per-hour faster 
or slower, In addition, this threshold 
velocity will be considerably higher if the 
vehicle strikes an object such as а parked 


car which will move and deform on 
impact. The air bag is also not designed to 
inflate in rollovers, side impacts, or rear 
impacts where the inflation would provide | 
no occupant protection benefit. | 


It is possible that in а crash, only one of 
the two air bags in your Corvette will 
deploy. This is rare, but can happen in a 
crash just severe enough ta make an ап 
bag inflate, 

In any particular crash, the determination 
of whether the air bag should have 
inflated cannot be based solely on the 
level of damage on the vehicle(s). 
Inflation is determined by the angle of the 
impact and the vehicle's deceleration, of 
which vehicle damage is only one 
indication. Repair cost is not a good 
indicator of whether an air bag should 
have deployed. 

What makes an air bag inflate? 

In a frontal or near-Frontal impact of 
sufficient severity, the air bag sensing 
system detects that the vehicle is suddenly 
stopping as a result of a crash, The 
sensing system triggers a chemical 
reaction of the sodium azide sealed in the 
inflator. The reaction produces nitrogen 


| gas, which inflates a cloth bag. The 


inflator, cloth bag, and related hardware 
are all part of the air bag inflator modules 
packed inside the steering wheel and in 
the instrument panel in front of the 
passenger. 

How does an air bag restrain? 

In moderate to severe frontal or 
near-frontal collisions, even belted 
occupants can contact the steering wheel 
or the instrument panel. The air bag 
supplements the protection provided hy 
safety belts. Air bags distribute the force 
of the impact morc evenly over the 
occupant's upper body, stopping the 
occupant more gradually. But air bags 
would not provide protection in many 
types of collisions, including rollovers 
and rear and side impacts, primarily 
because an occupant's motion is not 
toward the air bag. Air bags should never 
be regarded as anything more than а 
supplement to safety belt protection in 
moderate to severe frontal and 
near-frontal collisions. 

What will you see after an air hag 
inflation? 


After the air bag has inflated, it will then 


quickly deflate, This occurs so quickly 


that some people may not even realize 
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that the air bag inflated, Some 
components of the air bag module in the 


| steering wheel hub for the driver's air bag | & 


or the instrument panel for the 
passenger's bag may be hot for a short 
lime, but the portion of the bag that comes 
into contact with you will not be hot to 
the touch. There will be small amounts of 
smoke and dust coming from vents in the 
deflated air bags. The air bag will not 
impede the driver's vision or ability to 
steer the vehicle, nor will it hinder the 
occupants from exiting the vehicle. 


In many crashes severe enough to inflate 
an air bag, windshields are broken by 
vehicle deformation. Additional 
windshield breakage may occur in 
vehicles with passenger air bags because 
the windshield acts as a reaction surface 
for the inflating air bag. 
€ The air bags are designed to inflate 
only once, After they inflate, you'll 
need some new parts for your air bag 
system. If you don't get them, the air 
bag system won't be there to help 
protect you in another crash. A new 
system will include air bag modules 
and possibly other parts. The service 
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manual has information about the 
need to replace other parts. 

Your vehicle is equipped with a 
diagnostic module, which records 
information about the air bag system 
if the air bag deploys in а crash. The 


readiness of the system, which sensors 
activated the deployment, and whether 
the driver’s safety belt was in use. 

Let only qualified technicians werk on 
your air bag system. Improper service 
can mean that your air bag system 
won't work properly. See your dealer 
for service. 


NOTICE: 


If you damage the cover for the 
driver's or the right-front passenger's 
uir bag, they may not work properly. 
You may have to replace the air bag 
on the steering wheel or both the air 
hag and the instrument panel for the 
passenger's air bag. Do not open or 


break the air bag covers. 


Is the smoke from an air bag inflation 
harmful? 

The particles emitted during air bag 
inflation are not harmful to most people. 
Some people with respiratory ailments 


| may experience difficulty breathing if 
module records information about the | 


they stay in the vehicle with the windows 
closed after air bag inflation. So, if your 
air bag inflates, you and any passengers 
should exit the vehicle if and when it is 
safe to do so. If you or your passengers 
can't get out of the vehicle, try tà get 
fresh air by opening a window, turning on 
the fan, or opening a door. 


Servicing Your Air Bag-Equipped 
Corvette 

Air bags affect how your Corvette should 
be serviced. There are parts of the air bag 
| system in several places around your 
vehicle. You don't want the system to 
inflate while someone is working on your 
vehicle. Your Chevrolet dealer and the 

| 1994 Corvette Service Manual have 
information about servicing your vehicle 
and the air bag system. The air bag 
system does not need regular 
maintenance. 


A\ CAUTION: 


For up to 2 minutes after the ignition 
key is turned off and the battery is 
disconnected, an air bag can still 
inflate during improper service. You 
can be injured if you are close to an 


air bag when it inflates. Avoid yellow 
wires, wires wrapped with yellow 
tape, or yellow connectors. They ure 
probably part of the airbag system. — | В "m

A pregnant woman should wear a

The best way to protect the fetus is to 
protect the mother. When и safety belt is 
wom properly, it's more likely that the 
fetus won't be hurt in a crash. For 
pregnant women, as for anyone, the key 
to making safety belts effective is wearing 
them properly. 
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m Children 
Everyone in a vehicle needs protection! 
That includes infants and all children 
smaller than adult size. In fact, the law in 
every state in the United States and in 
every Canadian province says children up 
to some age must be restrained while in à 
vehicle. 
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ay Smaller Children and Babies 


/N CAUTION: 


Smaller children and babies should 


| always be restrained in a child 


restraint. However. infants who 
should be restrained in a rear-facing 
child restraint cannot ride safely in 
this vehicle. The instructions for the 
restramt will say whether it is the 
right type and size for vour child, 

A very young child's hip bones are 
so small that a regular belt might 


not stay low on the hips, as it should. 


Instead, the belt will likely be over 
the child's abdomen. In a crash the 
belt would apply force right on the 
child's abdomen, which could cause 
serious or fatal injuries. So if a 
forward-facing child restraint is 
suitable for your child, be sure the 
child is always properly restrained. 


ДМ CAUTION: 


Never hold a baby in your arms while 
riding in a vehicle. A baby doesn't 
weigh much — until a crash. During 
a crash а baby will become so heavy 
you can't hold it. For example, in a 
crash at only 25 mph (40 km/h), a 
12-pound (5.5 kg) baby will suddenly 
become a 240-pound (110 kg) force 
on your arms. The baby would be 
almost impossible to hold. 


ш Child Restraints 

Be sure to follow the instructions for the 
restraint. You may find these instructions 
on the restraint itself or in a booklet, or 
both. These restraints use the belt system 
in your vehicle, hut the child also has to 
be secured within the restraint to help 
reduce the chance of personal injury 

The instructions that come with the child 
restraint will show you how te do that. 
The child restraint must be secured 
properly in the passenger seat. 

Keep in mind that an unsecured child 
restraint can move around in a collision 
or sudden stop and injure people in the 
vehicle. Be sure to properly secure any 
child restraint in your vehicle — even 
when no child is in it. 


Top Strap 


If your child restraint has a top strap. il 
should be anchored. 

If vou have a convertible, don't use a 
restraint like that in your vehicle because 
the top strap anchor cannot be installed 
properly. You shouldn't use this type of 
restraint without anchoring the top strap. 


If your vehicle is not a convertible and 
vou need to have an anchor installed, you 
can ask your Chevrolet dealer to put one 
in for you. If you want to install an anchor 
yourself, your dealer can tell you how to 
do it. 

For cars first sold in Canada, child 
restraints with a top strap must be 
anchored according to Canadian Law. 


Your dealer can obtain the hardware kit 
and install it for you, or you may install i 
yourself using the instructions provided in 
the kit. 

Use the tether hardware kit available from 
the dealer. The hardware and installation 
instructions were specifically designed for 
this vehicle, 


Securing a Child Restraint in the 
Passenger Seat 


Your vehicle has a right-front passenger's 


air bag. NEVER put a rear-facing child 
restraint in this vehicle. Here's why: 
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A\ CAUTION: 


A child in a rear-facing child restraint 
can be seriously injured if the passen- 
ger's air bag inflates. This is because 
the back of a rear-facing child 
restraint would be very close to the 


inflating air bag. Do not use a rear- 
facing child restraint in this vehicle. 
If а forward-facing child restraint is 
suitable for your child, ALWAYS 
move the passenger seat as far hack 
as it will go. 


You'll be using the lap-shoulder belt. See 
the earlier section about the top strap if 
the child restraint has one, 
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Because your vehicle has a right-front 
passenger's air bag, always move the 
seat as far back as it will go before 
securing a front-facing child restraint. 
Put the restraint on the seat. Follow 
the instructions for the child restraint. 
Secure the child in the child restraint 
as the instructions say. 


. Pick up the latch plate, and run the lap 
and shoulder portions of the vehicle's 
safety helt through or around the 
restraint. The child restraint 
instructions will show you how. 


If the shoulder belt goes in front of the 
child's face or neck, put it hehind the 
child restraint. 

Buckle the belt, 

Make sure the release button 1% 
positioned so you would be able ta 
unbuckle the safety belt quickly if you 
ever had tà. 


6. Push the “cinch” button. See 
“Lap-Shoulder Belt" in the Index. 
where we describe the cinch feature. 


To tighten the belt, feed the lap belt 
back into the retractor while you push 
down on the child restraint. 


B. Push and pull the child restraint in 
different directions to be sure it 15 
secure. 


To remove the child restraint, just 
unbuckle the vehicle's safety belt and let 
it go back all the way. 

The safety belt will move freely again and 
be ready to work For an adult or larger 
child passenger. 


m Larger Children 

Children who have outgrown child 
restraints should wear the vehicle's safety 
belts. 


e Children who aren't buckled up can 
be thrown out in a crash. 


® Children who aren't buckled up can 
strike other people who are. 
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A CAUTION: 


Never do this. 


Here two children are wearing the 
same belt. The belt can't properly 
spread the impact forces. In a crash, 
the two children can be crushed 
together and seriously injured. A belt 
must be used by only one person at a 
time.

/N CAUTION: 


Never do this. 


Here a child is sitting in a seat that 
has à lap-shoulder belt, but the 
shoulder part is behind the child. If 


| the child wears the belt in this way, 
in a crash the child might slide under 
the belt. The belt's force would then 
be applied right on the child's 
abdomen, That could cause serious 
| or fatal injuries. 


| The lap portion of the belt should be worn | 
| low and snug on the hips, just touching 

the child's thighs. This applies belt force 

to the child's pelvic bones in a crash. 


= Safety Belt Extender 

If the vehicle's safety belt will fasten 
around you, you should use it. 

But if à safety belt isn't long enough to 
fasten, your dealer will order you an 
extender. It's free, When you go in to 
order it, take the heaviest coat you will 
wear, so the extender will be long enough 
for you. The extender will be just for you, 
and just far the seat in your vehicle that 
vou choose. Don't let someone else use it, 
and use it only for the seat it is made to 
fit. To wear it, just attach it to the regular 
safety belt. 


m Checking Your 
Restraint Systems 


Now and then, make sure all your belts, 
buckles, latch plates, retractors, 
anchorages and reminder systems are 
working properly, Look for any loose 
parts or damage. If you see anything that 
might keep a restraint system from doing 
its job, have it repaired. 


Replacing Safety Belts 
after a Crash 

If you've had a crash, do you need new 
belts? 

After a very minor collision, nothing may 
be necessary. But if the belts were 
stretched, as they would be if worn during 
а more severe crash, then vou need new 
belts. 


If you ever see a label on the passenger s 
safety belt that says to replace the belt, be 
sure to do so. Then the new belt will be 
there to help protect you in an accident. 
You will see this label on the belt near the 
latch plate. 


If belts are cut or damaged, replace them, 
Collision damage also may mean you 
will need to have safety belt or seat parts 
repaired or replaced, New parts and 
repairs may be necessary even if the belt 
wasn I being used at the time of the 
collision 
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Q: What's wrong with this? 


A: The belt is torn. Torn or frayed belts 
may not protect you in a crash. They 
can rip apart under impact forces. If a 
belt is torn or frayed, get a new one 
right away.

If you have a ZR-1, your vehicle has an 
engine power switch, which uses a third 
key. 

When a new Corvette is delivered, the 
dealer removes the plugs from the keys, 
and gives them to the first owner. 
However, the ignition key may not have 
a plug. 

If the ignition key doesn't have a plug, 
there will be a bar-coded key tag instead. 
Each plug or tag has a code on it that tells 
your dealer or a qualified locksmith how 
to make extra keys. Keep the plugs in a 
safe place. If you lose your keys, you ll 
be able to have new ones made easilv 
using these plugs. If your ignition keys 
don't have plugs, go to your Chevrolet 
dealer for the correct key code if vou 
need a new ignition key. 


NOTICE: 


Your Corvette has a number of new 
features that can help prevent theft. 


But you can have a lot of trouble 
getting into your vehicle if you ever 
lock your keys inside, You may even 
have to damage your vehicle to get 
in. 5o be sure you have extra keys. 


= Door Locks 
/N CAUTION: 


Unlocked doors can be dangerous. 
Passengers — especially children — 
can easily open the doors and fall 
out. When a door is locked, the inside 
handle won't open it. 

Outsiders can easily enter through an 
unlocked door when you slow down 
or stop your vehicle. 

This may not be so obvious: You 
increase the chance of being thrown 
out of the vehicle in a crash if the 
doors aren't locked. Wear safety belts 
properly, lock your doors, and you 
will be far better off whenever you 
drive your vehicle. 


There are several ways to lock and unlock | To lock the door from the inside, move

Your 
Corvette was shipped with one PKE 
transmitter, but up to three can be 
matched to your vehicle. See "Matching 
Transmitters to Your Vehicle" later in this 
section.

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Transmitter Range 

The transmitter range depends on your 

| vehicle and where you are standing. The 
coupe (A) has an antenna in the driver's 
door and one in the rear area. The 
convertible (B) has one antenna in each 
door. The antennas do not require any 
maintenance, 

Range also depends on how you hold 
the transmitter. For best performance, 
when you come near your vehicle, hold 
the transmitter straight up and down, so 
the keys hang down. 

If the range seems to be decreasing, 
check the battery in the transmitter, 
Range will decrease if the battery is 
low, It will also decrease if more than 
one transmitter is in the area. Don't put 
the transmitter in а metal container 
because the transmitter won't work. 


Matching Transmitter(s) to Your 
Vehicle 

Each key chain transmitter is coded to 
prevent another transmitter from 
unlocking your vehicle. If a transmitter 
is lost or stolen, a replacement can be 
purchased through your dealer. 
Remember to bring any remaining 
transmitters with you when you go to 


| your dealer. When the dealer matches 


the replacement transmitter to your 
vehicle, the remaining transmitters must 
also be matched. Once the new 
transmitter is coded, the lost transmitter 
will not unlock your vehicle. 
You can match a transmitter to as many 
different vehicles as you own, provided 
they are equipped with exactly the same 
model system. (General Motors offers 
several different models of these 
systems on their vehicles.) Each vehicle 
can have only three transmitters 
matched to it 
To match transmitiers to your 
vehicle: 
1. Move all transmitters out of range. 
2. Turn the ignition on. 
3. Push “TRIP ODO" on the Driver 
Information Center twice. 
Within five seconds press and hold 
"FUEL INFO" until the “PASSIVE 
KEYLESS ENTRY" light comes on. 
5. Tum the ignition off, but leave the 
key in the ignition. The “PASSIVE 
KEYLESS ENTRY" light should 
begin to flash to show the system is 
in programming mode.

Battery Replacement 


Under normal use, the battery in your 
key chain transmitter should last about 
I8 months. 

You can tell the battery is weak if the 
transmitter won't work at the normal 
range in any location. If you have to

| transmitter works, it's probably time to 
change the battery. 


1. Insert a screwdriver in the slot on the 
back of the transmitter and gently pry 
apart the front and back.

Remote Hatch Release 


Press the switch in your center console to 
unlock the hatch from inside your vehicle. 
If you have an automatic transmission, 
your shift lever must be in "P" (Park) or 
"N" (Meutral) to use the switch. If you 
have a manual transmission, you must set 
the parking brake before you can use the 
switch. 
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b: 


If you have à coupe, this switch is on the 
rear of the driver's door. It works with the 
door open and the transmission in any 
gear. Push it down to release the hatch. 


The PKE transmitter will also rélease the 
hatch. See "Passive Keyless Entry 
System” in the Index. 
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| 


lf you don't have battery power, use the 
| manual release cable to open the hatch 

The cable is near the security shade 
handle, between the carpet and the shade. 


/N CAUTION: 


It can be dangerous to drive with the 
hatch open because carbon monaxide 
(CO) gas can come into your vehicle. 
You can't see or smell CO, It can 
cause unconsciousness and even 
death. 


If you must drive with the hatch open 
or if electrical wiring or other cable 
connections must pass through the 
seal between the body and the hatch: 


è Make sure all windows are 
shut. 

® Turn the fan on your heating 
or cooling system to its 
highest speed with the setting 
on bi-level or vent. That will 
force outside air into your 
vehicle. See "Comfort 
Controls" in the Index. 


If you have air vents on or 
under the instrument panel, 
open them all the way. 


NOTICE: 


If you put things in the hatchback 
area, be sure they won't break the 
glass when you close it. 


Never slam the hatch down, You 
could break the glass or damage the 
defogger grid. 

When you close the hatch, make sure 
you pull down from the center, not 
the sides. If you pull the hatch down 
from the side too often, the weather- 
strip can be damaged. 


m Theft 

Vehicle theft is big business, especially in 
some cities. Although your Corvette has a 
number of thefi-deterrent features, we 


| know that nothing we put on it can make 


it impossible to steal. However, there are 
ways you can help. 


Key in the Ignition 


If you walk away from your vehicle with 
the keys inside, it's an casy target for joy 
riders or professional thieves — so don't 
do it. 


When vou park your Corvette and open 
the driver's door, you'll hear a tone 
reminding you to remove your key from 
the ignition and take it with you. Always 
do this. Your steering wheel will be 
locked, and so will your ignition. If you 
have an automatic transmission, taking 


your key out also locks your transmission. 


And remember to lock the doors. 


Parking at Night 

Park in a lighted spot, close all windows 
and lock your vehicle. Remember to keep 
your Valuables out of sight. Put them in à 
storage area, or take them with you. 


Parking Lots 


If you park in a lot where someone will be 


watching your vehicle, it’s best to lock it 

up and take your keys. But what if you 

have to leave your ignition key? What if 

you have to leave something valuable in 

your vehicle?

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п Universal Theft 
Deterrent 


Your Corvette has a theft deterrent 

alarm system. With this system, the 

"SECURITY" light will flash as you 

open the door (if your ignition is aff). 

This light reminds you to arm the theft 

deterrent system. Here's how to do it: 

1. Open the door. 

2. Lock the door with the power door 
lock switch or the Passive Keyless 
Entry system. The "SECURITY" light 
will come on. 

3. Close all the doors. The "SECURITY" 
light should go off. 


Now, if a door or the hatch is opened 
without the key or Passive Keyless Entry 


| system, the alarm will go aff. Your horn 


will sound for three minutes, then it will 
go off to save battery power. 

The theft deterrent system won't arm if 
you lock the doors with a key or manual 
door lock, or if you lock the vehicle after 
the doors are closed, 

If your passenger stays in the vehicle 
when you leave with the keys, have the 
passenger lock the vehicle after the doors 


are closed. This way the alarm won't arm, 


and your passenger won't set it off. 
Always use your key or the Passive 
Keyless Entry system to unlock a door. 
Unlocking a door any other way will set 
off the alarm. If you do set off the alarm 
accidentally, there are three ways to stop 
it:

m Operation of Lights 


Although your vehicle's lighting system 
(headlights, parking lights, fog lamps, 
sidemarker lights and taillights} meets all 
applicable federal lighting requirements, 
certain states and provinces may apply 
their own lighting regulations that may 
require special attention before you 
operate these lights. 

For example, some jurisdictions may 
require that you operate your fog lamps 
only when your lower beam headlights 
are also on, or that headlights be turned 
on Whenever you must use your 
windshield wipers. In addition, most 
jurisdictions prohibit driving solely with 
parking lights, especially at dawn or dusk. 
It is recommended that you check with 


| your own state or provincial highway 


authority for applicable lighting 
regulations.

If you turn the 
switch all the way up, your courtesy, 
reading, map and cargo area lights will 
come on. Be sure to turn off the lights 
when you leave your vehicle. 


Headlight Doors 

The headlight doors are designed to open 
when you turn the headlights on and close 
when you turn the headlights and parking 
lights off. If you turn the headlights on, 
then tum the headlight switch back to the 
parking lights setting, the headlight doors 
will stay open. 

You can open the doors manually using 
the knob next to the headlight assembly. 
Turn the knob counterclockwise until the 
doors are open. 

The headlight doors should be open when 
driving in icy or snowy conditions to 
prevent the doors from freezing closed 
and when washing the vehicle to help 
clean the headlights. 
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Daytime Running Lights (Canada) 


The Canadian Federal Government has 
decided that "Daytime Running Lights" 
(DRL) are a useful feature, in that DRL 
can make your vehicle more visible to 
pedestrians and other drivers during 
daylight hours. DRL are required on new 
vehicles sold in Canada. 


Your DRL work with a light sensor on top 
of the instrument panel. Don't cover it up. 


The front turn signal lights will come on 
in davlight when: 

® The ignition is on 

* The headlight switch is off, and 

* The parking brake is released. 

AL dusk, the exterior lights will come on 
automatically and the front turn signal 
lights will go out. At dawn, the exterior 
lights will go out and the front turn signal 
lights will come on (if the headlight 
switch is off). 


Of course, you may still turn on the 
headlights any time you need to. 


To idle your vehicle with the DRL off, set 


the parking brake while the ignition is in 
the "Off" or "LOCK" position. Then start 
the vehicle. The DRL will stay off until 
you release the parking brake. 
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Fog Lights 


Use your fog lights for better vision in 
foggy or misty conditions. Your parking 
lights or low beam headlights must be on 
or your fog lights won't work. 


To turn the fog lights on, push the button. 


Push the button again to rurn the fog 
lights off. ^ light above the button will 
come on when the fog lights are on.

When any door is opened, the interior 
lights will go on (unless it's bright 
outside), The lights will stay on for about 
30 seconds or until you turn on the 
ignition.

A convex mirror's surface is curved so 
you can see more from the driver's seat.

(like other vehicles) look farther

Speedometer and Odometer 

Your speedometer lets you see your 
speed in either miles per hour (mph) 

or kilometers per hour (km/h). Your 
odometer shows how far your vehicle has 
been driven, in either miles or kilometers. 


LT1 Engine 


Press the “ENG MET” button on the 
Trip Monitor to switch the display 
between English units (miles) and 
metric units (kilometers). 

Your Corvette’s odometer is tamper- 
resistant, It will read “ODO ERR" if 
someone has tampered with it. 


If a new odometer is installed, it will 
automatically reset to the correct reading. 
If an electrical or other problem makes 


setting the odometer correctly impossible, 


then it's set at zero, but a label on the 
driver's door must show the old reading 
and when the new one was installed. 


Trip Odometer 

The trip odometer can tell you how far 
your Corvette has been driven since you 
last set the trip odometer to zero. 

To display the trip odometer, press 
"TRIP ODO” on the Trip Monitor. To 
reset it, press and hold “RESET TRIP" 
for two seconds.

Tachometer 

The tachometer displays the engine speed 
in thousands of revolutions per minute 
(rpm). 

Fuel will shut off at 7200 rpm for the LTS 
(Code J) engine and at 5850 rpm for the 
LTI (Code Р) engine. 
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m Warning Lights, Gauges 
and Indicators 

This section describes the warning lights 

and gauges that may be on your vehicle. 

The pictures will help you locate them. 


Warning lights and gauges can signal that 
something is wrong before it becomes 
serious enough to cause an expensive 
repair or replacement. Paying attention 

to your warning lights and gauges could 
also save you or others from injury. 


Warning lights go on when there may he 
or is à problem with one of your vehicle's 
functions. As you will see in the details 
on the next few pages, some warning 
lights come on briefly when you turn the 
ignition key just to let you know they're 
working. If vou are familiar with this 
section, you should not be alarmed when 
this happens. 

Gauges can indicate when there may be 
or is а problem with one of your vehicle's 
functions. Often gauges and warning 
lights work together to let you know 
when there's a problem with your vehicle, 
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When one of the warning lights cornes on 
and stays on when you are driving, or 
when one of the gauges shows there may 
be a problem, check the section that tells 
you what to do about it. Please follow the 
manuals advice. Wailing lo do repairs 
can be costly — and even dangerous. So 
Please get to know your waming lights 
and gauges. They're a big help. 

Your vehicle also has a driver information 
center that works along with the warning 
lights and gauges. See "Driver Information 
Center" in the Index. 


System Problems 


If “SYS” flashes on the display near your 
fuel gauge, there may be a problem with 
your Corvette's electrical system. If the 
"SECURITY" light flashes at the same 
time, there is a problem with your theft 


deterrent system. Have your vehicle 


checked by your dealer if “SYS” keeps 
appearing. 


Gauge Markings 

The analog gauges provide a quick visual 
reference to the actual measurement of 
these gauges. However, you must keep in 
mind that the gauges aren't linear. This 
means that the middle mark is not a 
temperature halfway between the top and 
bottom temperatures on the gauge. For 
example, the middle mark on the coolant 
gauge represents 210°F, pot 180^F as you 
might expect. 


For your convenience, the following table 
gives the reading for each mark.

Your fuel gauge shows about how much 
fuel is in your tank. The bars light up 
when the ignition is on ar, if the ignition 
is off, when you turn on your parking 
lights.

The Low Tire Pressure Warning System 
(LT PWS) monitors air pressure in each 
road tire while you're driving your 
Corvette. The "LOW/FLAT TIRE" light 
will come on whenever tire pressure in 
any road tire goes below 25 psi (175 kPa), 
and it will stay on until you turn off the 
ignition. The light may come on if any 
LTPWS parts aren't working properly, 
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For LTPWS to work properly, you must 
drive your Corvette faster than 25 mph 
(40 km/h) and for more than 2 miles 

(4 km). The system will not warn you 
before you begin to drive that a tire is flat. 


When the "LOW/FLAT TIRE" light 
comes on, check the tire pressure in all 
four road tires as soon as you can, Adjust 
the tire pressure as needed to those shown 
on the Tire-Loading Information label on 
the driver's door. If the light stays on after 
the tire pressure is adjusted, see your 
dealer. 


| /N CAUTION: 


When the "LOW/FLAT TIRE" 
warning light is on, your vehicle's 
handling capabilities will he reduced 


during severe maneuvers. If you 
drive too fast, you could lose control 
af your vehicle. You or others

Service LTPWS Light (Option) 

The "SERVICE LTPWS" light comes on 
whenever a LTPWS part is not working 
properly. It may also come on when 
you're going less than 25 mph (40 km/h) 
or in stop-and-go traffic. The light will go 
out when the electronic receiver gets a 
signal from each sensor. 

Check the system by turning the ignition 
on. The light should come on and then go 
out. See your dealer if the light stays on 
or doesn't come on. 


Here are two situations that cause the 

"SERVICE LTPWS" light to come on 

and stay on. Both of these situations are 

normal and do not indicate that anything 

is wrong with your Corvette, 

€ You turn the ignition on three times in 
a row for half an hour without moving 
your Corvette. The light will then 
come on every time you turn the 
ignition on until you move your 
Corvette. 

€ You run your Corvette three times im a 
row for half an hour while all four 
sensors are missing. (All the sensors 
would be missing, for example, if you 
put different wheels on your Corvette 
without transferring the sensors.) 


If vou would like to elear the 

"SERVICE LTPWS" light from your 
driver information center permanently, 
see your dealer. 

If the light comes on and stays on, even 
when the vehicle is driven, there may be a 
problem with LTPWS. See your dealer.

This gauge shows the engine coolant 
temperature. If the gauge pointer moves 
into the shaded area, your engine is too 
hot! 

It means that your engine coolant has 
overheated. If you have been operating 
your vehicle under normal driving 
conditions, you should pull off the road, 
stop your vehicle and tum off the engine 
as soon as possible.

For numeric gauge measurements, press 
the “GAUGES” button on the Trip 
Monitor until "COOL" appears, The 
number that appears next to the fuel 
gauge is the coolant temperature, IF "LO 
appears, the temperature is below 32°F 
(0*C). 
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Voltmeter 

You can read the charging system's rate of 
charge on your voltmeter when your 
engine is running. When the engine is not 
running, the voltmeter shows the voltage 
output of your battery. 

Readings between the shaded areas show 
the normal operating range. The reading 
will change as the rate of charge changes 
(with engine speed, for example), but if 
the voltmeter reads in either shaded area, 
and it stays there, you may have a 
problem with the charging system. Have 
it checked right away. Driving with the 


| voltmeter reading in a shaded area could 


drain your battery. 
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If you must drive a short distance with the 
voltmeter reading in a shaded area, turn 
off all your accessories, including your 
comfort controls and audio systems. 


For numeric gauge measurements, 

press the “GAUGES” button on the 
Trip Monitor until "VOLI appears. 
The number that appears next to the fuel 
gauge is the battery voltage.

Oil pressure 
should be 20 to 80 psi ( 140 to 550 kPa). 
It may vary with engine speed, outside 
temperature and oil viscosity, but readings 
above the shaded area show the normal 
operating range. Readings in the shaded 
area tell you that the engine is low on oil, 
or that you might have some other oil 
problem.

If the light above a button flashes when

even if refrigerant is added, until the 
system is reset, Have your system 
checked and serviced if needed, 

To reset your system:

2. Remove the courtesy lights and radio 
fuses from the main fuse panel and 
wait ane minute. See "Fuses and 
Circuit Breakers" in the Index.

The light shouldn't come on and your

you still have a problem, see your dealer. 


Rear Window Defogger 

The rear window defogger uses a 
warming grid to remove fog from the rear 
window, The power mirrurs are also 
warmed when the rear window defogger 
is on,

indicator light will come on to remind you 
that the defogger is on. The defogger will 
turn off automatically after about ten 
minutes of use. You can also turn the 
defogger off by pressing the switch again 
or by turning off the ignition. 

Do not attach anything like a temporary 
vehicle license or a decal across the 
defogger grid on the rear window. 


NOTICE: 


Don't use a razor blade or something 
else sharp on the inside of the rear 


window. If you do, you could cut or 
damage the warming grid, and the 
repairs wouldn't be covered by your 
warranty. 


Specially Treated Windshield 
(ZR-1) 

Your ZR-1 windshield is treated to reduce 
the amount of salar heat entering your 
vehicle. It makes it easier for your air 
conditioning system to keep you 
comfortahle. 

The windshield treatment reduces the 
effectiveness of some carry-on clectrical 
equipment. There is an opening in the 
windshield treatment at the bottom 
center of the windshield. 


Flow-Through Ventilation 
System 

Your Corvette's flow-through ventilation 
system supplies outside air into the 
vehicle when it is moving. Outside air 
will also enter the vehicle when the heater 
or the air conditioning fan 1s running. 
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Ventilation Tips 


* Keep the hood and front air inlet free 
of ice, snow, or any other obstruction 
(such as leaves). The heater and 
defroster will work far hetter, reducing 
the chance of fogging the inside of 
your windows. 

e When you enter a vehicle in cold 
weather, adjust the fan to the highest 
speed for a few moments before 
driving off, This helps clear the intake 
ducts of snow and moisture, and 
reduces the chance of fogging the 
inside of your windows, 

® Keep the air path under the front seats 
clear of objects. This helps air to 
circulate throughout your vehicle

Understanding Radio Reception 


FM Stereo 

FM stereo will give you the best sound, 
But FM signals will reach only about 
10 to 40 miles (16 to 65 km). And, tall 
buildings or hills can interfere with 

FM signals. causing the sound to come 
and go. 


AM 

The range for most AM stations is grealer | 
than for FM, especially at night, The 
longer range, however, can cause stations 
to interfere with each other. AM can pick 
up noise from things like storms and 
power lines. Try reducing the treble to 
reduce this noise if you ever get it. 


Care of Your Cassette Tape 
Player 

А tape player that is not cleaned regularly 
can cause reduced sound quality, ruined 
cassettes, or a damaged mechanism. 
Cassette tapes should be stored in their 
cases away from contaminants, direct 
sunlight, and extreme heat. If they aren't, 
they may not operate properly or cause 
failure of the tape player. 

Your tape player should be cleaned 
regularly each month or after every 15 
hours of use. If you notice a reduction in

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| Power Antenna Mast Care 

Your power antenna will look its best and 

work well if it's cleaned from time to 

time. 

To clean the antenna mast: 

1. Turn on the radio to raise the antenna. 

2. Dampen a clean cloth with mineral 
spirits or an equivalent solvent. 

3. Wipe the cloth over the mast, 
removing any dirt. 

4. Wipe the mast dry with a clean cloth. 

| 5. Turn the radio off and on to make the 
antenna go down and up. 

If the antenna is still dirty, repeat the 

steps. 


Care of Your Compact Discs 


Handle disces carefully. Store them in their 
original cases or other protective cases 
and away from direct sunlight and dust. If 
the surface of a disc is soiled, dampen a 
clean, soft cloth in а mild, neutral 
detergent solution and clean it, wiping 
from the center to the edge. 

Be sure never to touch the signal surface 
when handling disces. Pick up discs by 
grasping the outer edges or the edge of 
the hole and the outer edge. 


NOTICE: 


Don't lubricate the power antenna. 
Lubrication could damage it. 


NOTICE: 


Before entering an automatic car 
wash, turn off your radio to make the 
power antenna go down. This will 
prevent the mast from possibly 
getting damaged. If the antenna does 
not go down when you turn the radio 
off, it may be damaged or need to be 
cleaned. In either case, lower the 
antenna by hand hy carefully 
pressing the antenna down. 


If the antenna mast is damaged, you can 
replace it. See your dealer for a 
replacement kit and follow the 
instructions in the kit. The antenna mast 
can be replaced without removing the 
entire antenna from the vehicle.

m Defensive Driving 
The best advice anyone can give about 
driving is: Drive defensively. 
Please start with a very important safety 
device in your Corvette: Buckle up. (See 
"Safety Belts" in the Index.) 
Defensive driving really means "be ready 
for anything." On city streets, rural roads, 
or freeways, it means "always expect the 
unexpected," 
Assume that pedestrians or other drivers 
are going to be careless and make 
mistakes. Anticipate what they might do. 
Be ready for their mistakes. 
Rear-end collisions are about the most 
preventable of accidents. Yet they are 
common, Allow enough following 
distance. It's the best defensive driving 
maneuver, in both city and rural driving. 
You never know when the vehicle in front 
of you is going to brake or turn suddenly. 


m Drunken Driving 

Death and injury associated with drinking 
and driving is a national tragedy. It's the 
number one contributor to the highway 
death toll, claiming thousands of victims 

| every year. Alcohol takes away three 
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things that anyone needs to drive a 
vehicle: 

è Judgment 

e Muscular Coordination 

e Vision 

Police records show that half af all motor 
vehicle-related deaths involve alcohol — a 
driver, a passenger or someone else, such 
as a pedestrian, had been drinking. In 
mast cases, these deaths are the result of 
someone who was drinking and driving. 
About 20.000 motor vehicle-related 
deaths occur each year because of 
alcohol, and thousands of people are 
injured. 

Tust how much alcohol is too much if a 
person plans to drive? Ideally, no one 
should drink alcohol and then drive. But 
if one does, then what's "too much"? It 
can be a lot less than many might think. 
Although it depends on each person and 
situation, here is some general 
information on the problem. 


The Blood Alcohol Content (BAC) of 
someone who is drinking depends upon 
four things: 

e How much alcohol is in the drink. 

è The drinker's body weight. 


® The amount of food that is consumed 
before and during drinking. 

e The length of time it has taken the 
drinker to consume the alcohol. 
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According to the American Medical | ru 
Association, a 180-pound (82 kg) person "M wie MO mie Mà ие moo ды 
who drinks three 12-ounce (355 ml) Mer RITMOS 
bottles of beer in an hour will end up with 
a BAC of about 0.06 percent. The person 
would reach the same BAC hy drinking 
three 4-ounce (120 ml) glasses of wine or 
three mixed drinks if each had 1-1/2 
ounces (45 ml) of a liquor like whiskey, 
gin or vodka. 


The law in most U.S. states sets the legal 
limit ata BAC of 0.10 percent. In Canada 
the limit is 0,08 percent, and in some 
other countries it's lower than that, The 
BAC will be over 0, I0 percent after three 
to six drinks (in one hour). Of course, as 
i we've seen, it depends on how much 

It's the amount of alcohol that counts. For | alcohol is in the drinks, and how quickly 
example, if the same person drank three | jhe person drinks them, 

double martinis (3 ounces or 90 ml of 

liquor each) within an hour, the person's 

BAC would be close to 0.12 percent. A 

person who consumes food just before or 

during drinking will have a slightly lower 

BAC level. 


But it's very important to keep in mind 
that the ability to drive is affected well 
below a BAC of 0.10 percent. Research 
shows that the driving skills of many 
people are impaired at à BAC 
approaching 0.05 percent, and that the 
effects are worse at mght. All drivers are 
impaired at BAC levels above 0.05 
percent. Statistics show that the chance of 
being in an accident increases sharply for 
drivers who have a BAC of 0.05 percent 
or above, A driver with a BAC level of 
0.06 percent (three beers in one hour for a 
180-роцпа or 82 kg person) has doubled 
his or her chance of having an accident. 
At a BAC level of 0.10 percent, the 
chance of that driver having an accident is 
six times greater; at à level of 0.15 
percent, the chances are twenty-five times 
greater! And, the body takes about ari 
hour to rid itself of the alcohol in one 
drink. No amount of coffee or number of 
cold showers will speed that up. 

ГИ be careful" isn't the right answer. 
What if there's an emergency, a need to 
take sudden action, as when a child darts 
into the street? A person with a higher 
BAC might not be able to react quickly 
enough to avoid the collision. 
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There's something else about drinking 
and driving that many people don't know. 
Medical research shows that alcohol in а 
person's system can make crash injuries 
worse, That's especially true for brain, 


spinal cord and heart injuries. That means 


that if anyone who has been drinking — 
driver ar passenger — is in a crash, the 
chance of being killed or permanently 
disabled is higher than if that person had 
not been drinking. And we've already 
seen that the chance af a crash itself is 
higher for drinking drivers. 


| /N CAUTION: 


Drinking and then driving is very 
dangerous, Your reflexes, percep- 
tions, and judgment will be affected 
by even à small amount of alcohol. 


You could have a serious — or even 
fatal — accident if you drive after 
drinking. Please don't drink and drive 
or ride with a driver who has been 
drinking. Ride home in a cab; or if 
you're with a group, designate a 
driver who will not drink. 
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m Control of a Vehicle 

You have three systems that make your 
vehicle go where you want it to go. They 
are the brakes, the steering and the 
accelerator. All three systems have to do 
their work at the places where the tires 
meet the road. 


Sometimes, as when you're driving on 
snow or ice, it's easy to ask more of those 
control systems than the tires and road 
can provide. That means you can lose 
control of vour vehicle. 


Braking 

Braking action involves perception time 
and reaction time. 

First, vou have to decide to push on the 
brake pedal. That's perception time. Then 
you have to bring up your foot and do it, 
That's reaction time. 

Average reaction time is about 3/4 of a 
second. But that's only an average. It 
might be less with one driver and as long 
as two ar three seconds or more with 
another. Age, physical condition, 


| alertness, coordination, and eyesight all 


play a part. So do alcohol, drugs and 
frustration. But even in 3/4 of a second, 
a vehicle moving at 60 mph (100 km/h) 
travels 66 feet (20 m). That could be a lot 
of distance in an emergency, so keeping 
enough space between your vehicle and 
others is important. 

And, of course, actual stopping distances 
vary greatly with the surface of the road 
(whether it's pavement or gravel); the 
condition of the road (wet, dry, icy); tire 
tread; and the condition of your brakes, 
Avoid needless heavy braking. Some 
people drive in spurts — heavy 
acceleration Followed by heavy braking 


| — rather than keeping pace with traffic. 


This is a mistake. Your brakes may not 
have time to cool between hard stops. 
Your brakes will wear out much faster if 
you do a lot of heavy braking. If you keep 
pace with the traffic and allow realistic 
following distances, you will eliminate a 
lot of unnecessary braking. Thal means 
better braking and longer brake life 

If your engine ever stops while you're 
driving, brake normally but don't pump 
your brakes. If you do, the pedal may get 
harder to push down. If your engine stops, 
you will still have some power brake 
assist. But you will use it when you brake, 
Once the power assist is used up, it may 
take longer to stop and the brake pedal 
will be harder to push. 


Anti-Lock Brakes (ABS) 


Your Corvette has an advanced electronic 
braking system that will help prevent 
skidding. 

This light on the instrument panel will go 
on when you start your vehicle. 

When you start your vehicle and begin to 
drive away, you may hear a momentary 
motor or clicking noise, And you may 


even notice that your brake pedal moves a 


little while this is going on. This is the 
ABS system testing itself. If there's a 
problem with the anti-lock brake system, 
the anti-lock brake system warning light 
will stay on. 

See “Anti-lock Brake System Warning 
Light" in the Index. 


Here's how anti-lock works. Let's say 
the road is wet. You're driving safely. 
Suddenly an animal jumps out in front 
of you. 


You slam on the brakes. Here's what 
happens with ABS. 

A computer senses that wheels are 
slowing down. If one of the wheels is 
about to stop rolling, the computer will 
separately work the brakes at each front 
wheel and at the rear wheels. 

The anti-lock system can change the 
brake pressure faster than any driver 
could. The computer is programmed to 
make the most of available tire and road 
conditions.

You can steer around the obstacle while 
braking hard. 


As you brake, your computer keeps 
receiving updates on wheel speed and 
controls braking pressure accordingly. 
Remember: Anti-lock doesn't change the 
time you need to get your foot up to the 
brake pedal. If you get too close to the 
vehicle in front of you, you won't have 
time to apply vour brakes if that vehicle 
suddenly slows or stops. Always leave 
enough room up ahead to stop, even 
though you have anti-lock brakes. 


To Use Anti-Lock 
Don't pump the brakes, Just hold the 
brake pedal down and let anti-lock work 


for you. You may hear a motor or clicking 
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adjusting brake pressure to help avoid a 
braking skid, the “ABS ACTIVE" light 
will come on.

ASR (Accelerated Slip Regulation)

The "SERVICE ASR” warning light will 
come on to let you know if there's a 
problem with the ASK system. See “ASR 
System Warning Light" in the Index. 
When this warning light is on, the system 
will not limit wheel spin. Adjust your 
driving accordingly. 


The ASK system automatically comes on 
whenever you start your vehicle. To limit 
wheel spin, especially in slippery road 
conditions, you should always leave the 
system on. But you can turn the ASR 
system off if you ever need to. (You 
should turn the system off if your vehicle 
ever gets stuck in sand, mud, ice or snow, 
See "Rocking Your Vehicle" in the 
Index.) 


To turn the system off, press the button 
located above the headlight switch. The 
"ASR OFF" light will come on and stay 
on. If the ASR system is limiting wheel 
spin when you press the button, the 
system won't turn off right away. It will 
wait until there's no longer a current need 
to limit wheel spin. 


| You can turn the system back on at any 


time by pressing the button again. The 
"ASR OFF" light should go off.

In many 
emergencies, steering can help you more 
than even the very best braking.

Steering Tips 

Driving on Curves 

It’s important to take curves at a 
reasonable speed. 

A lot af the “driver lost control” accidents 
mentioned on the news happen on curves. 
Here's why: 

Experienced driver or beginner, each of 
us is subject to the same laws of physics 
when driving on curves. The traction of 
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the tires against the road surface makes it 
possible for the vehicle to change its path 
when you turn the front wheels. If there's 
no traction, inertia will keep the vehicle 
going in the same direction. If you've 
ever tried to steer à vehicle on wet ice, 
you'll understand this. 

The traction you can get in a curve 
depends on the condition of your tires and 
the road surface, the angle at which the 
curve is banked, and your speed. While 
you're in a curve, speed is the one factor 
you can control, 

Suppose you're steering through a sharp 
curve. Then you suddenly accelerate. 
Both control systems — steering and 
acceleration — have to do their work 
where the tires meet the road. Unless 
your ASR system is on, adding the 
sudden acceleration can demand too 
much of those places. You can lose 
control. 

What should you do if this ever happens? 
Fase up on the accelerator pedal, steer the 
vehicle the way you want it to go, and 
slow down. 

Speed limit signs near curves warn that 
you should adjust your speed. Of course, 
the posted speeds are based on good 
weather and road conditions. Under less 
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favorable conditions you'll want to go 
slower. 

If you need to reduce your speed as you 
approach a curve, do it before you enter 
the curve, while your front wheels are 
straight ahead. 

Try to adjust your speed so you can 
"drive" through the curve. Maintain 


a reasonable, steady speed. Wait to 


accelerate until you are out of the curve, 
and then accelerate gently into the 
straightaway. 


Steering in Emergencies 


There are times when steering can be more 
effective than braking. For example, you 
come over a hill and find a truck stopped 
in your lane, or a car suddenly pulls out 
from nowhere, or a child darts out from 
between parked cars and stops right in 
front of you. You can avoid these problems 
by braking — if you can stop in time. But 
sometimes you can't; there isn't room, 
That's the time for evasive action — 
steering around the problem. 

Your Corvette can perform very well in 
emergencies like these. First apply your 
brakes. It is better to remove as much 
speed as you can from a possible collision. 
Then steer around the problem, to the left 
or right depending on the space available. 


Ап emergency like this requires close 
anention and a quick decision. If you аге 
holding the steering wheel at the 
recommended 9 and 3 o'clock positions, 
you can turn it a full 180 degrees very 
quickly without removing either hand. 
But you have to act fast, steer quickly, 
and just as quickly straighten the wheel 
once you have avoided the object. 

The fact that such emergency situations 
ure always possible is a good reason to 
practice defensive driving at all times and 
wear safety belts properly. 


indicates it’s all right to pass

Off-Road Recovery 


You may find sometime that your right 
wheels have dropped off the edge of a 
road onte the shoulder (A) while you're 
driving. 


If the level of the shoulder is only slightly 


below the pavement, recovery should be 
fairly easy. Ease off the accelerator and 
then, if there is nothing in the way, steer 


so that your vehicle straddles the edge of 


the pavement. You can tum the steering 
wheel up ta 1/4 turn (B) until the right 
front tire contacts the pavement edge. 
Then turn your steering wheel to go 
straight down the roadway. 


miscalculation, an error in judgment, or 
a brief surrender to frustration or anger 


can suddenly put the passing driver face 


to face with the worst of all traffic 
accidents — the head-on collision. 


So here are some tips for passing: 


& “Drive ahead." Look down the road, 


to the sides, and to crossroads for 
situations that might affect your 

passing patterns, If you have any 
doubt whatsoever about making a 


successful pass, wait for a better time. 


Watch for traffic signs, pavement 


markings, and lines. If you can see a 


sign up ahead that might indicate a 
turn or an intersection, delay your 
pass. A broken center line usually 


suddenly slows or stops. Keep back a 
reasonable distance. 

When it looks like à chance to pass 

is coming up, start to accelerate but 
stay in the right lane and don’t get too 
close. Time your move so you will be 
increasing speed as the time comes to 


move into the other lane. If the way is | 


clear to pass, you will have a "running 
start" that more than makes up for the 
distance you would lose by dropping 
back. And if something happens to 
cause you to cancel your pass, you 
need only slow down and drop hack 
again and wait for another 
opportunity. 
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If other cars are lined up to pass a 
slow vehicle, wait your turn. But take 
care that somcone isn't trying to pass 
you as you pull out to pass the slow 
vehicle, Remember to glance over 
your shoulder and check the blind 
spot. 

Check your mirrors, glance over your 
shoulder, and start your left lane 
change signal before moving out of 
the right lane to pass. When you are 
far enough ahead of the passed vehicle 
bo sec its front in your inside mirror, 
activate your right lane change signal 
and move back into the right lane. 
(Remember that your right outside 
mirror is convex. The vchicle you just 
passed may seem to be farther away 
from you than it really is.) 

Try not to pass more than one vehicle 
at a time on two-lane roads. 
Reconsider before passing the next 
vehicle. 

Don't overtake a slowly moving 
vehicle too rapidly. Even though the 
brake lights are not flashing, it may be 
slowing down or starting to turn. 

If you're being passed, make it easy 
for the following driver to get ahead 
of you. Perhaps you can ease a little 
to the right. 
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Loss of Control 


Let's review what driving experts say 
about what happens when the three 
control systems (brakes, steering and 


| acceleration) don't have enough friction 


where the tires meet the road to do what 


| the driver has asked. 


In any emergency, don't give up. Keep 
trying to steer and constantly seek an 
escape route or area of less danger. 


Skidding 

In a skid, a driver can lose control of the 
vehicle. Defensive drivers avoid most 
skids by taking reasonable care suited to 
existing conditions, and by not 
“overdriving” those conditions, But skids 
are always possible. 

The three types of skids correspond to 
your Corvette's three control systems. 

In the braking skid your wheels aren't 
ralling. In the steering or cornering skid, 
too much speed or steering in a curve 
causes tires to slip and lose cornering 
force. And in the acceleration skid ton 
much throttle causes the driving wheels 
to spin, 


A cornering skid 15 best handled by 


easing your foot off the accelerator pedal. 


Remember: Any ASR system helps avoid 
only the acceleration skid. If your ASR 
system is off, then an acceleration skid is 
also best handled by easing your foot off 
the accelerator pedal. 


If your vehicle starts to slide, ease your 
foot off the accelerator pedal and quickly 
steer the way you want the vehicle to go. 
If you start steering quickly enough, your 
vehicle may straighten out. Always be 
ready for a second skid if it occurs. 

Of course, traction is reduced when water, 
snow, ice, gravel, or other material is on 
the road. For safety, you'll want to slow 
down and adjust your driving to these 
conditions. It is important to slow down 
on slippery surfaces because stopping 
distance will be longer and vehicle 
control more limited. 


While driving on a surface with reduced 
Iraction, try your best to avoid sudden 
steering, acceleration, or braking 
(including engine braking by shifting to 
a lower gear). Any sudden changes could 
cause the tires to slide. You may not 
realize the surface is slippery until your 
vehicle is skidding. Learn to recognize 
warning clues — such as enough water, 
ice or packed snow on the road to make a 
"mirrored surface" — and slow down 
when vou have any doubt.

Night driving is more dangerous than day 

driving. One reason 15 that some drivers 

are likely to be impaired — by alcohol or 

drugs, with night vision problems, or by 

fatigue, 

Here are some tips on night driving. 

e Prive defensively, 

e Don't drink and drive. 

® Adjust your inside rearview mirror to 
reduce the glare from headlights 
behind you. 

ө Since you can T see as well, you may 
need to slow down and keep more 

space between vou and other vehicles 


e Slow down, especially on higher 
speed roads, Your headlights can light 
up only so much road ahead. 


€ Inremote areas, watch for animals, 
€ |f you're tred, pull off the road in a 
safe place and rest. 


Night Vision 

No one can see as well at night as in 

the daytime. But as we get older these 
differences increase. A 50-year-old 
driver may require at least twice as much 
light to see the same thing at night as a 
20-year-old. 

What you do in the daytime can also 
affect your night vision. For example, if 
you spend the day in bright sunshine you 
аге wise lo wear sunglasses. Your eyes 
will have less trouble adjusting to night. 
But if you're driving, don't wear 
sunglasses at mght. They may cut down 
on glare from headlights, but they also 
make a lot of things invisible. 

You can be temporarily blinded by 
approaching lights. It can take a second 
or two, or even several seconds, for your 
eyes ro readjust to the dark. When you are 
faced with severe glare (as from a driver 
wha doesn't lower the high beams, or à 
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vehicle with misaimed headlights), slow 
down a little. Avoid staring directly into 
the approaching lights. 

Keep your windshield and all the glass 
on your vehicle clean — inside and out. 
Glare at mght is made much worse by din 
on the glass. Even the inside of the glass 
can build up a film caused by dust. Dirty 
glass makes lights dazzle and flash more 
than clean glass would, making the pupils 
of your eyes contract repeatedly, 
Remember that your headlights light up 
far less of a roadway when you are in à 
turn or curve. Keep your eyes moving: 
that way, it's easier to pick out dimly 
lighted objects. Just as your headlights 
should be checked regularly for proper 
aim, so should your eyes be examined 
regularly. Some drivers suffer from night 
blindness — the inability to sec in dim 
light — and aren't even aware of it. 
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ш Driving in the Rain 

Rain and wet roads can mean driving 
trouble, On а wel road you can't stop, 
accelerate or turn as well because your 
tire-to-road traction isn't as good as on 
dry roads. And, if your tires don't have 
much tread left, you'll get even less 
traction, It's always wise to go slower and 
he cautious if rain starts to fall while you 
are driving. The surface may get wet 
suddenly when your reflexes are tuned 
for driving on dry pavement. 

The heavier the rain, the harder it is to 
see. Even if your windshield wiper blades 
are in good shape, a heavy rain can make 
it harder to see road signs and traffic 
signals, pavement markings, the edge 

of the road, and even people walking. 


It's wise to keep your wiping equipment 
in good shape and keep your windshield 
washer tank filled. Replace your 
windshield wiper inserts when they show 
signs of streaking or missing areas on the 
windshield, or when strips of rubber start 
to separate from the inserts.

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m City Driving 

One of the biggest problems with city 

streets is the amount of traffic on them, 

You'll want to watch out for what the 

other drivers are doing and pay attention 

to traffic signals. 

Here are ways to increase your safety in 

city driving: 

è Know the best way to get to where 
you are going. Get a city map and 
plan your trip into an unknown part 
of the city just as you would for a 
cross-country trip. 

è Try to use the freeways that rim and 
crisscross mast large cities. You'll 
save time and energy. (See the next 
section, "Freeway Driving.") 
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€ Treat a green light as a warning signal. 
A traffic light is there because the 
corner is busy enough to need it, 
When a light turns green, and just 
before you start to move, check both 
ways for vehicles that have not 
cleared the intersection or may be 
running the red light. 


m Freeway Driving 
Mile for mile, freeways (also called 
thruways, park ways, expresswiays, 
turnpikes, or superhighways) are the 


safest of all roads. But they have their 
| own special rules. 


The most important advice on freeway 
driving is: Keep up with traffic and keep 
to the right. Drive at the same speed most 
of the other drivers are driving. Too-fast 
or too-slow driving breaks a smooth 
traffic flow, Treat the left lane on a 
freeway as a passing lane. 


At the entrance there is usually a ramp 


| that leads to the freeway. If you have a 


clear view of the freeway as you drive 


| along the entrance ramp, you should 


begin tà check traffic. Try to determine 
where you expect to blend with the flow. 
Try to merge into the gap at close to the 
prevailing speed. Switch on your turn 
signal, check your mirrors and glance 
over vour shoulder as often as necessary. 
Try to blend smoothly with the traffic 
flow. 


Once you are on the freeway, adjust vour 
speed to the posted limit or to the 
prevailing rate if it’s slower. Stay in the 
right lane unless you want to pass. 
Before changing lanes, check your 
mirrors, Then use vour turn signal. Just 
before you leave the lane, glance quickly 
over your shoulder to make sure there 
isn't another vehicle in your "blind" spot. 
Once you are moving on the freeway, 
make certain you allow a reasonable 
following distance. Expect to move 
slightly slower at night. 


When you want to leave the freeway, 
move to the proper lane well in advance. 
If you miss your exit do not, under any 
circumstances, stop and back up. Drive on 
to the next exit, 

The exit ramp can be curved, sometimes 
quite sharply. The exit speed is usually 
posted. Reduce your speed according to 


your speedometer, not to your sense of 
motion. After driving for any distance al 
higher speeds, you may tend to think you 
are going slower than you actually are. 


Before Leaving on a Long Trip 


Make sure you're ready. Try to be well 
rested. If you must start when you're not 
fresh — such as after a day's work — 
don't plan to make too many miles that 
first part of the journey. Wear comfortable 
clothing and shoes vou can easily drive 
in. 


Is your vehicle ready for a long trip? If 
you keep it serviced and maintained, it's 
ready to go, If it needs service, have it 
done before starting out. Of course, you'll 
find experienced and able service experts 
in Chevrolet dealerships all across North 
America, They'll be ready and willing to 
help if you need it. 

Here are some things you can check 

before a trip: 

e Windshield Washer Fluid: Is thc 
reservoir full? Are all windows clean 
inside and outside? 

е Wiper Blades: Are they in good 
shape? 


е Fuel, Engine Oil, Other Fluids: 
Have you checked all levels? 

* Lights: Are they all working? Are the 
lenses clean? 

* Tires: They are vitally important to a 
safe, trouble-free trip. Is the tread 
good enough for long-distance 
driving? Are the tires all inflated to 
the recommended pressure? 

* Weather Forecasts: What's the 
weather outlook along your route? 
Should you delay your trip a short 
lime то avoid a major storm system? 


* Maps: Do you have up-to-date maps? 
Highway Hypnosis 

Is there actually such a condition as 
"highway hypnosis"? Or is it just plain 
falling asleep at the wheel? Call it 
highway hypnosis, lack of awareness, or 
whatever. 


There is something about an easy stretch 
of road with the same scenery, along with 
the hum of the tires on the road, the drone 
of the engine, and the rush af the wind 
against the vehicle that can make you 
sleepy. Don't let it happen to you! If it 
does, your vehicle can leave the road in 
less than a second, and you could crash 
and be injured. 
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What can you do about highway 
hypnosis? First, be aware that it can 
happen. 

Then here are some tips: 

* Make sure your vehicle is well 
ventilated, with a comfortably cool 
interior. 

* Kecp your eyes moving. Scan the road 
ahead and to the sides. Check your 
rearview mirrors and your instruments

Most of the time, those places where your 
tires meet the road probably have good 
traction.

What's the worst time for this? "Wet ice." 
Very cold snow or ice can be slick and 
hard to drive on, But wet ice can be even 
more trouble because it may offer the 
least traction of all. You can get "wet ice" 
when it's about freezing (32°F; 0^C) and 
freezing rain begins to fall. Try to avoid 
driving on wet ice until salt and sand

Try to have a GM dealer or a professional 


lowing service tow your Corvette. The 
usual lowing equipment is a sling-type 
(A) or à wheel-lift (B) or car carrier (C) 
tow truck. 


If your vehicle has been changed or 
modified since it was factory-new by 
adding aftermarket items like fog lamps, 
aero skirting, or special tires and wheels, 
these instructions and illustrations may 
not he correct. 

Before you do anything, turn on the 
hazard warning flashers. 


When you call, tell the towing service: 

е That your vehicle cannot be towed 
from the rear with sling-type 
equipment 

* That your vehicle has rear-wheel 
drive. 

* The make, model, and year of your 
vehicle. 

* Whether you can still move the shift 
lever. 
IF there was an accident, what was 
damaged, 

When the towing service arrives, let 

the tow operator know that this manual 

contains detailed towing instructions and 

illustrations. The operator may want to 

see them. 


A CAUTION: 


To help avoid injury to you or others: 


Never let passengers ride in à 
vehicle that is being towed. 
Never tow faster than safe 

or posted speeds.

Don't have your vehicle towed on the 
rear wheels unless you must. If the 
vehicle must be towed on the rear wheels, 
don't go more than 35 mph (55 km/h) or 
farther than 50 miles (80 km) or your 
transmission will be damaged. Cro slow 
over rough ground, and position one 
wheel at a time (angled 45°) if you have 
to go over curbs and rises. Wheels at the 
lifted end should he at least four inches 
(100 mm) above the ground. If these 
limits must be exceeded, then the rear 
wheels have to be supported on a dolly.

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If Steam Is Coming from Your Engine: 


ДМ CAUTION: 


Steam from an overheated engine can 
burn you badly, even if you just open | 
the hood. Stay away from the engine 
if you see or hear steam corning from 
it. Just turn it off and get everyone 
away from the vehicle until it cools 
down. Wait until there is no sign of 
steam or coolant before opening the

If you keep driving when your engine

If you get the overheat warning but see or 


hear no steam, the problem may not be 


too serious. Sometimes the engine can pet 


a little too hot when you: 

e Climb a long hill on a hot day. 

® Stop after high speed driving. 

e Idle for long periods in traffic. 

If you get the overheat warning with no 
sign of steam, try this for à minute or so 
1. Turn off your air conditioner. 


2. Turn on your heater to full hot at the 
highest fan speed and open the 
window as necessary. 

З. If you're in a traffic jam, shift to "INT 
(Neutral). 


If you no longer have the overheat 
warning, you can drive. Just to he safe, 
drive slower for about ten minutes, If the 
warning doesn't come back on, you can 
drive normally. 

If the warning continues, pull over, stop, 
and park your vehicle right away. 


If there's still no sign of steam, you can 
idle the engine for two or three minutes 
while you're parked, to see if the warning 
stops. But then, if you still have the

If the coolant inside the coolant recovery 
tank is boiling, don't do anything else 
until it cools down. 


When it is cool, remove the coolant 
recovery tank cap and look at the dipstick. 
The coolant level should be at or above 
"COLD." If it isn't, you may have a leak 
in the radiator hoses, heater hoses, 
radiator, water pump or somewhere else 
in the enoling system. 


NOTICE: 


Engine damage from running your 


engine without coolant isn't covered 
by your warranty. 


If there seems to be no leak, check to see 
if the electric engine fans are running. 

If the engine is overheating, both fans 
should be running. If they aren't, your 
vehicle needs service. 


How to Add Coolant to the Coolant 
Recovery Tank 

If you haven't found a problem yet, but 

| the coolant level isn't at or above the 
"COLD" mark, add à 50/50 mixture of 
clean water (preferably distilled) and a 
proper antifreeze at the coolant recovery 
tank, (See "Engine Coolant" in the Index 
for more information about the proper 
coolant mix.) 


CAUTION: 


Adding only plain water to your 
cooling system can be dangerous. 
Plain water, or some other liquid like 
alcohol, can boil before the proper 
coolant mix will. Your vehicle's cool- 
ant warning system is set for the 
proper coolant mix. With plain water 
or the wrong mix, your engine could 
get too hot but you wouldn't get the 
overheat warning. Your engine could 
catch fire and you or others could be 
burned. Use a 50/50 mix of clean 
water and a proper antifreeze. 


NOTICE: 


In cold weather, water can freeze and 
crack the engine, radiator, heater core 
and other parts. Use the recom- 
mended coolant 


/\ CAUTION: 


You can be burned if you spill cool- 
ant on hot engine parts. Coolant con- 
tains ethylene glycol and it will burn 
if the engine parts are hot enough. 
Don't spill coolant on a hot engine.

|| m Ifa Tire Goes Flat 


It's unusual for a tire to "blow out" while 
you're driving, especially if you maintain 
your tires properly. If air goes out of à 
tire, it's much more likely to leak out 
slowly. But if you should ever have a 
“blowout,” here are a few tips about 
what to expect and what to do: 


If a front tire fails, the flat tire will create 
a drag that pulls the vehicle toward that 
side. Take your foot off the accelerator 
pedal and grip the steering wheel firmly. 
Steer to maintain lane position, then 
gently brake to à stop well out of the 
traffic lane. 


A rear blowout, particularly on a curve, 
acts much like a skid and may require the 
same correction you'd use in a skid. In 
any rear blowout, remove your foot from 
the accelerator pedal, Get the vehicle 
under control by steering the way you 
want the vehicle to go. It may be very 
bumpy and noisy, but you can still steer, 
Gently brake to a stop, well off the road 
if possible. 


If a tire goes flat, the next section shows 
how to use your jacking equipment to 
change a flat tire safely. If your vehicle 
has Extended Mobility Tires (tires with 
“EMT” molded on the sidewalls), see 
“Extended Mobility Tires” in the Index. 


Changing a Flat Tire 

If a tire goes flat, avoid further tire 
damage by driving slowly to a level place. 
Turn on your hazard warning flashers. 

Find a level 
place to change your tire. To help prevent the vehicle from moving: 


1. Set the parking brake firmly. 


2. Put an automatic transmission shift lever in “Р” (Park), or shift a manual 
transmission to “1"' (First) or "^R" (Reverse).

To be even more certain the vehicle won't move, you can put chocks at the 
front and rear of the tire farthest away from the one being changed. That 
would be the tire on the other side of the vehicle, at the opposite end. 
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The following steps will tell you how to 
use the jack and change a tire. 

Your Corvette wheel lock key has à 
unique registration number. The 
registration number is printed on a card 
included in your locknut package. Also 
on this card 15 lost key replacement 
information. This number is NOT 
recorded by GM or your dealer, sa be 
sure not to lose this card, You will need 
the information if you ever lose your 
wheel lock key.

Compact Spare Tire 

Although the compact spare was fully 
inflated when vour vehicle was new, il 
can lose air after a time. Check the 
inflation pressure regularly. It should be 
60 psi (420 kPa). After installing the 
compact spare on your vehicle, you 
should stop as soon as possible and make 
sure your spare Lire is correctly inflated. 
The compact spare is made to perform 
well at posted speed limits for distances 
Up to 3,000 miles (5 000 km), so you can 
finish your trip and have your full-size 
tire repaired or replaced where vou want. 
Of course, it's best to replace your spare 
with a full-size tire as soon as you can, 
Your spare will last longer and be in 
good shape in case you need it again.

a Fuel 

Use premium unleaded gasoline rated at 
9] octane or higher. You may use middle 
erade or regular unleaded gasolines, but 
your vehicle may not accelerate as well. 
The gasoline you use should meet 
specifications ASTM D4814 in the U.S, 
and CGSB 3.5-92 in Canada. These fuels 
should have the proper additives, so you 
should not have to add anything to the 
fuel. 

In the U.S. and Canada, it’s easy to be 
sure you get the right kind of gasoline 
(unleaded), You'll see “UNLEADED” 
right on the pump. And only unleaded 
nozzles will fit into your vehicles filler 
neck. 

Be sure the posted octane for premium is 
at least 91 (at least 89 for middle grade 
and 87 for regular). If the octane is less 
than 87, you may get a heavy knocking 
noise when you drive. If it's bad enough, 
it can damage your engine. 


If you're using fuel rated at 91 octane or 
higher and you still hear heavy knocking, 
your engine needs service, But don't 
worry if you hear a little pinging noise 
when you're accelerating or driving up a 
hill. That's normal and you don't have to 


buy a higher octane fuel to get rid of 
pinging. It's the heavy, constant knock 
that means you have a problem. 

What about gasoline with blending 
materials that contain oxygen 
(oxygenates), such as MTBE or alcohol? 
MTBE is "methyl tertiary-butyl ether." 
Fuel that is no more than 1596 MTBE is 
fine for your vehicle, 

Ethanol is ethyl or grain alcohol, 
Properly-blended fuel that is no more 


than 10% ethanol is fine lor your vehicle. 


Methanol is methyl or wood alcohol, 


NOTICE: 


Fuel that is more than 3% methanol 
is bad for your vehicle. Don't use it. 
It can corrode metal parts in your fuel 
system and also damage plastic and 


rubber parts. That damage wouldn't 
be covered under your warranty. 
And even al 5% or less, there must 
be "cosolvents" and corrosion 
preventers in this fuel to help avoid 
these problems. 


Gasolines for Cleaner Air 


Your use of gasoline with deposit control 
additives will help prevent deposits from 
forming in your engine and fuel system. 
That helps keep your engine in tune and 
your emission control system working 
properly. Its good for your vehicle, and 
you'll be doing your part for cleaner air. 
Many gasolines are now blended with 
oxygenates. General Motors recommends 
that you use gasolines with these hlending 
materials, such as MTBE and ethanol. By 
doing so, you can help clean the air, 
especially in those parts of the country 
that have high carbon monoxide levels. 


In addition, some gasoline suppliers are 
now producing reformulated gasolines. 
These gasolines are specially designed to 
reduce vehicle emissions. General Motors 
recommends that you use reformulated 
gasoline, By doing so, you can help clean 
the air, especially in those parts of the 
country that have high ozone levels. 

You should ask your service station 
operators if their gasolines contain deposit 
control additives and oxygenates, and if 
they have been reformulated to reduce 
vehicle emissions, 
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Fuels in Foreign Countries 


If you plan on driving in another country 
outside the U.S. or Canada, unleaded 
fuel may be hard to find. Do not use 
leaded gasoline. If you use even one 
tankful, your emission controls won't 
work well or at all. With continuous use, 
spark plugs can get fouled, the exhaust 
system can corrode, and your engine oil 
can deteriorate quickly. Your vehicle's 
oxygen sensor will be damaged. All of 
that means costly repairs that wouldn't 
be covered by your warrant y.

When new 
linings are put in, the fluid level goes 
back up. The other reason is that fluid is 
leaking out of the brake system, If it is, 
you should have your brake system fixed, 
since a leak means that sooner or later 
your brakes won't work well, or won't 
work at all.

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B Loading Your Vehicle 
Two labels on your vehicle show how 
much weight il may properly carry. The 
Tire- Loading Information label found on 
the driver's door tells vou the proper size, 
speed rating and recommended inflation 
pressures for the tires on your vehicle. 

It also gives you important information 
about the number of people that can be in 


| your vehicle and the total weight that 
| you can carry. This weight is called the 


Vehicle Capacity Weight and includes the 
weight of all occupants, cargo, and all 
nonfactory -installed options. 
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The other label is the Certification label, 
found on the rear edge of the driver's 
door. It tells you the gross weight 
capacity of your vehicle, called the 
GVWR (Gross Vehicle Weight Rating). 
The GVWR includes the weight of the 
vehicle, all occupants, fuel and cargo. 
Never exceed rhe GVWR for your 
vehicle, or the Gross Axle Weight Rating 
(GAWR) for either the front or rear axle. 


And, if you do have à heavy load, you 
should spread it out. Don't carry more 


than 100 pounds (45 kg) im your rear area. 


Å CAUTION: 


Do not load your vehicle any heavier 
than the GV WR or the maximum 
front and rear GAWRs. If you do, 
parts on your vehicle can break, or it 
can change the way your vehicle 
handles. These could cause you to 
lose control, Also, overloading can 

| shorten the life of your vehicle.

The Tire-Loading Information label which is on the driver's door shows the correct 
inflation pressures for your tires, when they're cold. "Cold" means your vehicle has 
been sitting for at least three hours or driven no more than a mile. 


For competitive driving or high-speed driving (over 150 mph or 240 km/h), make 
sure your tires are inflated to 35 psi (240 kPa). When you end this type af driving, 
reduce the "cold" inflation pressures (if necessary) to those listed on the 
Tire-Loading Information label. 


NOTICE: 


Don t let anyone tell you that underinflation or overinflation is all right. It's not. 
If your tires don't have enough air (underinflation) you can get:

If your tires have too much air (overinflation), you can get:

® The tire has a puncture, cut, or other 
damage that can't be repaired well 
because of the size or location of the 
damage, 

Buying New Tires 

To find out what kind and size of tires 


you need, look at the Tire- Loading 
Information label. 


The tires installed on your vehicle when it 


was new had a Tire Performance Criteria 


Specification (TPC Spec) number on each 


ire's sidewall, When you get new tires, 
get ones with that same TPC Spec 
number. That way, your vehicle will 
continue to have tires that are designed 
to give proper endurance, handling, 
speed rating, traction, ride and other 
things during normal service on your 
vehicle. If your tires have an all-season 
tread design, the TPC number will be 


followed by а "MS" (for mud and snow). 


If you ever replace your tires with those 
not having a TPC Spec number, make 
sure they are the same size, load range, 
speed rating and construction type (bias, 
bias-belted or radial) as your original 
tires. 


A CAUTION: 


| Mixing tires could cause you to lose 
control while driving. If you mix tires. 
of different sizes (other than those 
originally installed on your Corvette) 


or types (radial and bias-belted tires), 
the vehicle may not handle properly, 
and you could have a crash. Be sure 
to use the correct size and type tires 
on all four wheels. It's all right to 
drive with your compact spare, 
though. It was developed for use 

on your vehicle. 


Uniform Tire Quality Grading 

The following information relates to the 
system developed by the United States 
National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration which grades tires by 
treadwear, traction and temperature 
performance. (This applies only to 
vehicles sold in the United States.) 


Treadwear 

The treadwear grade is a comparative 
rating hased on the wear rate of the tire 
when tested under controlled conditions 
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on a specified government test course. For | indoor laboratory test wheel. Sustained 


example, а tire graded 150 would wear 
one and a half (1 1/2) times as well on the 
government course as a tire graded 100. 
The relative performance of tires depends 
upon the actual conditions of their use, 
however, and may depart significantly 
from the norm due to variations in driving 
habits, service practices and differences in 
road characteristies and climate, 


Traction — A, B, C 

The traction grades, from highest to 
lowest are: A, B, and C. They represent 
the tire's ability to stop on wet pavement 
as measured under controlled conditions 
on specified government test surfaces of 
asphalt and concrete. A tire marked C 
may have poor traction performance. 


Warning: The traction grade assigned 
to this tire is based on braking 
(straight-ahead) traction tests and does 
not include comering (turning) traction. 


Temperature — A, В, C 


The temperature grades are A (the 
highest), B, and C, representing the tire's 
resistance to the generation of heat and its 
ability to dissipate heat when tested under 
controlled conditions on a specified 


high temperature can cause the material 
of the tire to degenerate and reduce tire 
life, and excessive temperature can lead to 
sudden tire failure. The grade C 
corresponds to a level of performance 
which all passenger car tires must meet 
under the Federal Motor Vehicle Safety 
standard No. 109. Grades B and A 
represent higher levels of performance on 
the laboratory test wheel than the 
minimum required by law, 


Warning: The temperature grade for 

this tire is established for a tire that ts 
properly inflated and not overloaded. 
Excessive speed, underinflation, or 
excessive loading, either separately or 

in combination, can cause heat buildup 
and possible tire failure, 

These grades are molded on the sidewalls 
of passenger car tires. 


While the tires available as standard or 
optional equipment on General Motors 
vehicles may vary with respect to these 
grades, all such tires meet General Motors 
performance standards and have been 
approved for use on General Motors 
vehicles. All passenger type (P Metric) 
tires must conform to Federal safety 


requirements in addition to these grades. 


Wheel Alignment and Tire Balance 


The wheels on your vehicle were aligned 
and balanced carefully at the factory to 
give you the longest tire life and best 
overall performance. 


In most cases, you will not need to have 
your wheels aligned again. However, if 
you notice unusual tire wear or your 
vehicle pulling one way or the other, the 
alignment may need to be reset. If you 
notice your vehicle vibrating when 
driving on a smooth road, your wheels 
may need to be rebalanced, 


Wheel Replacement 


Replace any wheel that is bent, cracked or 
badly rusted. If wheel nuts keep coming 
loose, the wheel, wheel bolts, and wheel 
nuts should be replaced. If the wheel 
leaks air, replace it (except some 
aluminum wheels, which can sometimes 
be repaired). See your Chevrolet dealer 
if any of these conditions exist. 

Your dealer will know the kind of wheel 
you need. 

Each new wheel should have the same 
load carrying capacity, diameter, width, 
offset, and be mounted the same way as 
the one it replaces. 


If you need to replace any of your wheels, 


wheel bolts, or wheel nuts, replace them 
only with new GM orginal equipment 
parts. This way, you will be sure to have 
the right wheel, wheel bolts, and wheel 
nuts for your Corvette. 


A\ CAUTION: 


Using the wrong replacement wheels, 
wheel bolts, or wheel nuts on your 
vehicle can be dangerous. It could 
affect the braking and handling of 


your vehicle, make your tires lose air 
and make you lose control. You 

could have a collision in which you 

or others could be injured. Always 

use the correct wheel, wheel bolts, 
гапа wheel nuts for replacement, 


NOTICE:

Cleaning the Inside of Your 
Corvette 


Use a vacuum cleaner often to get rid of 
dust and loose dirt. Wipe vinyl or leather 
with a clean, damp cloth. 

Your Chevrolet dealer has two GM 

cleaners, а solvent-type spot lifter and a 

foam-type powdered cleaner. They will 

clean normal spots and stains very well. 

Do not use them on vinyl or leather.

Cleaning Leather 


Use a soft cloth with lukewarm water and 
a mild soap ar saddle soap. 


® For stubborn stains, use a mild 
solution of 10% isopropyl alcohol 
(rubbing alchohol) and 90% water. 

è Never use oils, varnishes, 
solvent-based or abrasive cleaners, 
furniture polish or shoe polish on 
leather. 


® Soiled leather should be cleaned 
immediately, If dirt is allowed to work 
into finish, it can harm the leather. 


Cleaning Soft-Touch Surfaces 

Use only mild soap and water to clean the 
Soft-Touch paint surfaces in your 
Corvette. For protection, use Armor AIT? 
or equivalent. 


Cleaning the Top of the Instrument 
Panel 


Use only mild soap and water to clean the 
top surfaces of the instrument panel. 


Sprays containing silicones or waxes 
may cause annoying reflections in the 
windshield and even make it difficult to 
see through the windshield under certain 
conditions, 


Cleaning Speaker Covers 


Vacuum around a speaker cover gently, 
so that rhe speaker won't be damaged. If 
something gets on one of them, follow the 
steps under “Using Solvent- Type Cleaner 
on Fabric." Use as little solvent as you 
can. 


Care of Safety Belts 
Keep helts clean and dry. 
Do not bleach or es bead belts. 


Glass 


Glass should be cleaned often. GM Glass 
Cleaner (GM Part No. 1050427) or a 
liquid household glass cleaner will 
remove normal tobacco smoke and dust 
films, 


Don't use abrasive cleaners on glass, 
because they may cause scratches. Avoid 
placing decals on the inside rear window, 
since they may have to be scraped off 
later. If abrasive cleaners are used on the 
inside of the rear window, an electric 
defogger element may be damaged. Any 
temporary license should not he attached 
across the defogger grid. 


Cleaning Dulso-Coated Moldings 

These moldings are around the hatch 

opening in your Corvette's rear area, 

e When lightly soiled, wipe with a 
sponge or soft lint-free cloth 
dampened with water. 

ө When heavily soiled, use warm soapy 
мает. 

You can remove scratches from а 

Dulso-coated molding by wiping briskly 

with the solvent-type cleaner described 

earlier. If a ring forms, repeat the 


procedure over a larger area, feathering 
toward the center of the ring. If the ring 
still remains, wipe the whole molding. 


Cleaning the Outside of the Windshield 
and Wiper Blades 


If the windshield is not clear after using 
the windshield washer, or if the wiper 
blade chatters when running, wax or other 
material may be on the blade or 
windshield. 


Clean the outside of the windshield with 
GM Windshield Cleaner, Bon- Ami 
Powder? (GM Part No. 1050011). The 
windshield is clean if beads do not form 
when you rinse it with water. 

If you use a glass treatment or conditioner 
containing ethyl alcohol or ethyl sulfate 
on your glass, be sure to remove the 
acrylic roof panel, if so equipped. These 
products may damage the panel. 

Clean the blade by wiping vigorously 
with a cloth soaked in full strength 
windshield washer solvent. Then rinse the 
blade with water. 


Wiper blades should be checked on a 
regular basis and replaced when worn. 


Cleaning a Removable Roof Panel 


Special care is necessary when cleaning, 
removing and/or storing the roof panel. 


[€ Flush with water to remove dust and 


dirt, then dry the panel. 


ө Clean the panel with GM Glass 
Cleaner (GM Part No. 1050427) or 
a liquid household glass cleaner. 
Leave the cleaner on the panel for 
one minute, then wipe the panel with 
a soft, lint-free cloth, 


e Don't use abrasive cleaning materials, | 


If water drops are frequently allowed to 
dry on the roof panel, impurities in the 
water will adhere to the top. These 
impurities may destroy the finish. When 
the panel gets wet, you should dry it off. 


NOTICE: 


Do not use a glass treatment or 


conditioner containing ethyl alcohol 
or ethyl sulfate on the roof panel. 
These products may damage the 


panel. 
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Cleaning the Outside of Your 
Corvette 

The paint finish on your vehicle provides 
beauty, depth of color, gloss retention and 
durability. 


Washing Your Vehicle 

The best way to preserve your vehicle's 
finish is to keep it clean hy washing it 
often with lukewarm or cold water. 


Don't wash your vehicle in the direct rays 
of the sun. Don't use strong soaps or 
chemical detergents. Use liquid hand, 
dish or car washing (mild detergent) 
soaps. Don't use cleaning agents that 

| are petroleum-based, or contain acid or 
abrasives. All cleaning agents should be 
flushed promptly and not allowed to dry 
on the surface, or they could stain. Dry 
the finish with a soft, clean chamois or a 
100% cotton towel to avoid surface 
scratches and water spotting. 


High pressure car washes may cause 
water to enter your vehicle. 
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NOTICE: 


Conveyor systems on some 
automatic car washes may damage a 
Corvette. They may not have enough 


clearance for the undercarriage or for 
the extra wide rear tires on ZR-1 
models. Check with the manager 
before using a car wash. 


Finish Care 

Occasional waxing or mild polishing of 
your Corvette may be necessary tà 
remove residue from the paint finish. You 
can get GM approved cleaning products 
from your dealer. (See "Appearance Care 
and Materials" in the Index.) 

Your Corvette has a "basecoat/clearcoat" 
paint finish. The clearcoat gives more 
depth and gloss to the colored basecoat. 
Always use waxes and polishes thal are 
non-abrasive and made for a 
hasecoal/clearcoat paint finish. 


NOTICE: 


Machine compounding or aggressive 


polishing on a basecoat/clearcoat 
paint finish may dull the finish or 
leave swirl marks. 


Cleaning Your Convertible Top 


Your convertible top should be cleaned 
often. If you use an automatic car wash, 
use one with water jets and hanging 
cloths. 

When you hand wash the top, do it in 
partial shade, Vacuum away any dust and 
other material. Use a mild soap, 
lukewarm water and a soft sponge, A 
chamois or cloth may leave lint on the 
top, and à brush can chafe the threads in 
the top fabric. Don't use detergents, harsh 
cleaners, solvents or bleaching agents. 


When you clean the top, put one hand 
under it to support it. Wet the entire 
vehicle and wash the top evenly to avoid 
spots or rings. Let the soap remain on the 
fabric for a few minutes. When the top is 
really dirty, use a mild foam-type cleaner. 
Thoroughly rinse the entire vehicle, then 
let the top dry in direct sunlight. 


| To protect the convertible top: 

e After vou wash the vehicle, make sure 
the top is completely dry before you 
lower И, 

* Don't get any cleaner on the vehicle's 
painted finish; it could leave streaks, 


è If you decide to go through an 
automatic car wash, ask the manager 
if the equipment could damage your 
top. 


Cleaning and Storage of Your Hardtop 


The optional hardtop has the same 
durable finish as the painted surfaces of 
your Corvette. You can wash, polish and

If you store the hardtop for à long time, 
keep it covered in a dry place. Apply 
silicone grease to all the weatherstrips. 


Engine Cleaning 

Use care when cleaning the LTS engine. 
Do not direct water into the "V" area on 
the engine berween the cylinder heads. 


NOTICE: 


Don't use a cleaner with a strong 


alkaline base. It will discolor the 
aluminum. 


Aluminum Wheels 


Your aluminum wheels have à protective 
coating similar to the painted surface of 
your vehicle. Don't use strong soaps, 
chemicals, chrome polish, or other 
abrasive cleaners on them because you 
could damage this coating. After rinsing 
thoroughly, a wax may be applied. 


NOTICE: 


Don't use an automatic car wash that 


has hard silicon carbide cleaning 
brushes. These brushes can take off 
the protective coating. 


Tires 

Your Chevrolet dealer has a GM White 
Sidewall Tire Cleaner. You can use a stiff 
brush with the cleaner. 

When applying a tire dressing always take 
care то wipe off any overspray or splash 
from painted surfaces. Petroleum-based 
products may damage the paint finish. 


! Weatherstrips 


Silicone grease on weatherstrips will 
make them last longer, seal better, and not 
stick or squeak, Apply silicone grease 
with a clean cloth at least every six 
months. During very cold, damp weather 
more frequent application may be 
required. (See “Recommended Fluids and 
Lubricants" in the Index.) 


Foreign Material 


Calcium chloride dnd other salts, ie 
melting agents, road oil and tar, tree sap, 
bird droppings, chemicals from industrial 
chimneys, and other foreign matter can 
damage your vehicle’s finish if they 
remain on painted surfaces.

though they have corrosion protection. 


At least every spring, flush these 
materials from the underbody with plain 
water. Clean any areas where mud and 

| other debris can collect, Dirt packed in 
closed areas of the frame should be 
loosened before being flushed. Your 
dealer or an underbody vehicle washing 
system can do this for you.

W Fuses and Circuit 
Breakers 


The wiring circuits in your vehicle are 
protected from short circuits by a 
combination of maxi-fuses, mini-fuses 
and circuit breakers. This greatly reduces 
the chance of fires caused by electrical 
problems. 


There are three fuse centers on your 
vehicle. One is in the right side of vour 
instrument panel. Turn the knob and pull 
the door to access the fuses, 


The other two fuse blocks are in the 
engine compartment. One is part of the 
Forward Lamp wiring harness (A), and 
the ether is part of the ECM-Engine 
wiring harness (B) 

Look at the silver-colored band inside 
the fuse. If the band is broken or melted, 
replace the fuse. Be sure you replace à 
bad fuse with a new one of the correct

The headlight wiring is protected by a 
circuit breaker in the switch. An electrical 
overload will cause the lights to go on and 
aff, or in some cases to remain off. If this 
happens, have your headlight wiring 
checked right away, 


Windshield Wipers 

The windshield wiper motor is protected 
by a circuit breaker and a fuse. If the 
motor overheats due to heavy snow, elc., 
the wiper will stop until the motor cools. 
If the overload is caused by some 
electrical problem and not snow, etc., 

be sure to get it fixed.

To file a claim, you will be asked to 
provide your name and address, your 
vehicle identification number (WIN), and 
a statement of the nature of your 
complaint. Eligibility is limited by vehicle 
age and mileage, and other factors. 

We prefer you utilize the Customer 
Satisfaction Procedure before you resort 


to AUTO LINE, but you may contact the 
BBB at any time. The BBB will attempt 
to resolve the complaint serving as an 
intermediary hetween you and Chevrolet. 
If this mediation is unsuccessful, an 
informal hearing will be scheduled where 
eligible customers may present their case 
to an impartial third-party arbitrator. 

The arbitrator will make a decision which 
you may accept or reject. If you accept 
the decision, GM will be bound by that 
decision, The entire dispute resolution 
procedure should ordinarily take about 
forty days from the time you file a claim 
until a decision is made.
